1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , the closest prior art of Chou (US Patent No. 
5,772,905) fails to disclose or render obvious a lithographic method comprising 
the pressing of substrate that includes the steps of: "performing the etching of the 
composite layer by removing the internal sub-layer in regions defined by 
recesses formed in the external sub-layer until portion of a surface of the 
substrate have been exposed and etching portion of the substrate exposed by 
the recesses" as defined in the applicants' independent amended claim 1 . 

With respect to claim 11, the closest prior art of Sun et al. J.of 
Vac.Sci. & Technol. Vol.16, (1998), pp 3922-3925 fails to disclose or render 
obvious a lithographic method that includes the steps of: "forming a first layer 
comprising a curable material in contact with a surface of a substrate and forming 
a second layer comprising a deformable material on the first layer; pressing a 
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mold against the second layer, wherein protrusions of the mold form recesses in 
the second layer that expose portions of the first layer and etching the surface 
regions of the substrate" as defined in the applicants independent and amended 
claim 11.
